The suit asks that the commis-

This is the season of-win- 


dow problems. 


Panes fogged with conden- 


sation are dripping moisture 
on woodwork and wallpaper, 
leaving streaks on the glass 
to spoil last week's window 
washing job. Jack Frost's 
chilly art work on the glass 
makes us move our chairs 
closer to the middle of-the 
room. Drafts 
whistle in 


around the edges of sash and 
frame to remind us that our 
little shack is neither tight 
nor snug. 


It all makes you wonder how 


people will live in these "new 
houses that have glass walls two 
stories high. 


Well, for one thing, they'll have 


to live right and keep their houses 
ventilated enough to get rid of ex- 
cess humidity from baths and 
cooking, laundering and indoor 
house plants. They will use dou- 
ble 
glazing, 
or wood framed 


storm windows to prevent cold 
surfaces that sweat and chill. Se- 
cure weather-stripping and calk- 
ing will prevent cold air from be- 
ing blown in or sucked in around 
their windows and doors. 


New developments have made 


all of tHis possible and practic- 
able. In fact, the recent construc- 
tion of skyscrapers with curtain 
walls of windows set in metal 
panels has brought about a new 
big industry in calking. The metal 
panels expand and contract so 
much that new elastic calking 
materials had to be invented.

Fix-It-Forum 


Q—We've just removed a non- 


bearing plaster partition and have 
found that the ceiling is a differ- 
ent thickness on either sicte of 
where the partition used to be. If 
we simply filled in with plaster, 
a very noticeable ridge would re- 
main. What do you advise? — 
Mrs. K. R. 


A—The only thing yon can do 


is to chip away the ceiling plas- 
ter a greater distance from the 
partition's former location. The 
further back you cut out the plas- 
ter, the more you can be sure of 
a smooth ceiling when the cutout 
area is replastered. Incidentally, 
for *urh a job as this, you would 
be wise to call In a professional 
plasterer.

Dark-Horse Handicapping

With Governor Lauschc of Ohio and Senator Kefauver 


of Tennessee tossing their hats into the ring, the Democratic 
presidential line-up may be said to have taken on firm shape. 
Adlai Stevenson now knows beyond doubt who his competi- 
tion is. 
Kefauver's candidacy, of course, has been m a cello- 


phane bag for weeks. But Lausche's entry as an Ohio favor- 
ite son is a moderate surprise. 
. 
He obviously does not intend to make a hard run for it 


in the early stages of' the campaign. The Ohio primary on 
May 8 is the only one he plans to enter. 


The sanest speculation is that he is putting himself m 


the "available" slot, much as Governor Harnman of New 
York already has done. 
, 
Both Lausche and Harriman. by declining to be truly 


active candidates, have acknowledged the strong lead Stev- 
enson holds at the outset. But both want it understood they 
are ready to step in if the 1952 nominee should falter. 


Lausche appreciates that Harriman's New Deal back- 


ground might limit his acceptability to conservative Demo- 
crats, especially in the South. The Ohio governor could have 
a strong appeal among conservatives and moderates in his 
party. Not long ago, Senator Russell of Georgia mentioned 
him as a likely prospect. 
. 
On the other hand, Lausche, who is an unabashed ad- 


mirer of President Eisenhower and virtually admitted that 
in 1950 he voted for the re-election of the late Sen. Robert 
Taft, might have trouble garnering support among northern 
liberal Democrats. 
He has the further handicap of being a political lone 


wolf. Organization Democrats in and out of Ohio do not 
embrace him. He has not done them many services, and 
they do not forget.

The same problem dogs Kefauver, of whom Oklahoma's 


Senator Kerr once said: "The hunters won't hunt with him, 
and the hounds won't run with him." 


Kefauver never has had any great illusions about his 


standing among the party professionals. He must stand or 
fall on the strength he can build through winning primary 
contests. But as 1952 showed (he won 13 of 15 he entered), 
•even a smashing primary record is no guarantee of success 
in the convention. 


Nevertheless, he could hardly achieve that kind of show- 


in 1956 without taking Stevenson into camp three or four 
times. That would finish Stevenson, in the view of the ex- 
perts. And in the fluid convention situation that then would 
follow, Kefauver's chances could not be wholly discounted.

The Doctor Says: 


Nervous Breakdown a Term 
Which Co\:ers Many Things 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


A good way to start a discussion 


of "nervous breakdown" is to 
quote part of a letter: 


"About a year ago my wife be- 


came very ill and then developed 
a nervous breakdown. One doctor 
told her she should go to see a 
psychiatrist but she does not want 
to because she is afraid he might 
tell her she is a mental case." 


There is nothing in the letter to 


tell what kind of "nervous break- 
down" the "writer's wife is suffer- 
ing from, so I shall have to discuss 
the subject in general. 


First, however, I should like to 


point out how foolish it is to re- 
frain from going to a psychiatrist 
since the fear of being told some- 
thing unwanted is a mighty poor 
reason for not seeking the best 
help possible. 


ALTHOUGH THE LABEL "nerv- 


ous breakdown" is still frequently

used, it is a vague term and 
covers a multitude of different 
conditions. There is no single men- 
tal disorder with a uniform set of 
symptoms or a single cause which 
can properly be labeled "nervous 
breakdown." 


In some, this is certainly a mild 


condition perhaps caused by wor- 
ry, nervous fatigue, or just the 
strains of- modern Me. In such 
cases the symptoms can be rather 
slight and recovery reasonably 
prompt- 


In others, a nervous breakdown 


is used to describe some serious 
mental disease with a big altera- 
tion in personality and a slow re- 
covery. 
> 


IT IS NOT ALWAYS EASY to 


find the cause of the mental diffi- 
culty. What produces abnormal 
mental conditions is not thorough- 
ly understood. 


Some of them may come from 


the great mental tensions produced 
by the world of today. A few. but 
by no means not all, may be in- 
herited. 


Menial treatment (psychother- 


apy) administered by brain spe- 
aalisls, rest, physical iherapy. in- 
cluding hot or cold baths, hand- 
work, and. shock Jrcatments are 
often helpful and have brought 
thousands back to normal. Al- 
Ihough much SUll has to be learned 
about causes, 
prevention 
and 


treatment of the various kind* of 
menial diseases, progress 5s al- 
ready far advanced and even bet- 
ter results wall surely come. 


THE FORTUNATE THING is 


thai many win recover and find 
themselves quite normal again. 
Lois of people who have yone 
away for a whjJe with a nervous 
breakdown come back to their 
family and friends entirely re- 
stored to health. 


Family, friends and neighbors 
ouM always be careful not to 


criticize someone who suffered 
from a physical ailment. The per- 
son •with any kind of "nervous 
breakdown" does not seek this 
trouble any more ihan aomeone 
ixie* to jet a skin rash.

o set your Christmas tree near 
enough to an electrical outlet to 
>lug in lights without using an 
extension cord. An extension cord 
ncreases danger of shock from 
faultry cords, adds to the difficul- 
ty of making good conections and 
may cause tripping. Also,' make 
sure to locate your Christmas tree 
away front water pipes, radiators, 
and the fireplace^

Once you've set up the tree, 
make sure that none of the wir- 
ing dangles in the water pan in 
which the base of the tree is set. 
If a bulb burns out, leave it in 
place until you replace it with a 
new one. Otherwise, s o m e t h ing 
may fall. into the open socket and 


a sho'ck or cause a fire. 


When you leave the house or go 


to bed, turn off the tree lights. 
A branch may dry out, ornaments 
may slip 'and break and a fire 
may result if a filament of a bro- 
ken bulb contacts metal decora- 
tions.

Remember that' a fresh tree 


that gets, water will keep its color 
and fragrance and look alive. One 
of our extension foresters -with the 
U.S.D.A. says, that, as soorr as a 
tree is brought home, you' should 
throw cold water all over it. Then 
cut off the butt end about an inch 
slantwise to . open the pores for 
drawing up water. Set.Jthe freshly 
cut end promptly "in water 'and 
keep the tree in a cool shady 
place until it comes indoors for 
trimming. Continue to keep the 
tree in water and replenish 
it 


daily since a 5-6 foot tree may 


take up as much as a cup of wa- 
ter a day.

Popcorn often becomes a part 


of holiday entertaining. When "our 
Lee County Rural Youth'ers' m«t 
recently to pack boxes for mem- 
bers now in service, v/e popped a 
goodly amount of it to cushion 
the packages. 


The tasty and easy way to make 


popcorn is to add the fat and salt 
to the popper or skillet before 
popping. This method distributes 
the fat and salt evenly. 


You can use . vegetable.' fat or 


oil, lard or even, bacon or poultry 
fat (if you like the flavor) for 
popping the corn; Butter or oleo- 
jnargarineds riot used for popping 
because it tends to stick and 
brown. It is usually melted and 
added after popping. 


Here's a trick you might like to 


try—the making of caramel corn 
as you pop it. Add 3 tablespoons 
of lard; ^teaspoon vanilla and 
one-half teaspoon salt to a six 
quart popper.

is hot. Add one-half" cup of pop- 
corn and then one-half cup of 
granulated .sugar. _ (The amount of 
cararneUzatioh ?is_,_controlled, :by[ 
the time allowed .between ,the-ad- 
dition of corn arid sugar): About 
one-half minute gives slight c>raV 
melization.

Communist security hearings by 
means of ridicule, unfair

sentation." 
. McCarthy referred to subcom- 
mittees headed by-Sens. Hennings 
(D-Mo) and Olin D. Johnston (D- 
SC) which have been, conducting 
companion inquiries into the gov- 
ernment's employe loyalty-security 
program. 


Airing his charges in a letter to 


Chairman McClellan (D-Ark) of 
the Senate Investigations subcom- 
mittee; McCarthy urged that group 
start its own study of the security 
program. 


The Wisconsin senator said he

troops today seized,six members 
of a gang of Greek Cypriots who 
killed a British officer in a raid 
on Yialousa police station during 
the night. 


The six were arrested with their 


guns after troops chased the flee- 
ing attackers and stopped a car. 
The men carried revolvers, rifle 
and automatic weapons* One of 
them is the son of a prominent 
Famagusta citizen.

THE SHEPHERDS—An Angel of the Lord appeared. 


By DR. J. CARTER SWAIM

the English Bible 


National Council of Churches 


(Third of a Series) 


Tending sheep is one of man's 


oldest occupations. It is also one 
of the most strenuous. The Pales- 
tinian shepherd had to be out in 
all weathers; the heat of noontime 
and the chill of midnight; the 
drought of summer and the storms 
of winter. ' His was the duty of 
fighting off robbers and wild ani- 
mals. His was so confining an oc- 
cupation that there was not time 
to keep all the provisions' of the 
ceremonial law. The 
orthodox 


therefore regarded him as outside 
the .pale. The" ancient Egyptians 
wanted to avoid the work of the 
shepherd. 


When "Christ was'born, "there 


were shepherds out in the field. 
keeping yratch over their flock by 
nightl"- it'-was they to whom "an 
angel of the Lord appeared . . . 
and the glory of* the Lord shone 
around them." Such things were 
frightening. No matter how pious 
a man may be, a vision of the di- 
vine glory is an awesome experi- 
ence. These shepherds were "filled 
with fear." Many people of earth 
have" never gotten past this stage 
in religion. Fear—in the sense of 
wholesome respect for the Deity— 
is the beginning of knowledge. 
(Prov. 1:7), tut Christianity ends 
the reign of terror. It begins with, 
this triumphant note: "Be not 
afraid," and this is echoed fre- 
quently in the New Testament. 


There have been societies, as 


in Egypt, where life's best gifts 
were only for the rulers. The com- 
mon people gained in significance 
only as they gave themselves to 
advancing the well-being of the 
Pharaohs and their court. One of 
the first notes of the Gospel is 
addressed to ordinary, hard-work- 
ing folk. It is to "shepherds out in 


the field" that the announcement 
is made: "I bring-you good news 
of a-great joy which will come to 
all the people."

Fifth Amendment 
Witness Dropped 
From City Post 


CHICAGO IP)—A man who re- 


fused to testify about communism, 
but agreed to change his mind if 
offered immunity, has been sus- 
pended from his job. 


Ellis Olim. 44, an $8.500-a-year 


official of the Chicago Land Clear- 
ance Commission, is the second 
Chicagoan to be removed from a 
job because of refusal to testify 
before the House un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee. 


Olim refused to answer the com- 


mittee questions Thursday as to 
whether he ever was a member 
of the Communist party, as- an 
earlier witness claimed. He in- 
voked the Fifth Amendment. 


However, he was offered immu- 


nity from prosecution and then 
consented to testify. The commit- 
tee's three-day Chicago hearing 
was continued' to March after Olim 
made the offer. 


Olim was chief, of general -serv- 


ices for the commission, -a^ body 
which; acquired land for slum re- 
habilitation and industrial develop- 
ment. 


Philip Doyle, commission deputy 


director, said the agency's five 
commissioners will review Olim's 
case Dec. 28.,He said Olim signed 
the Broyles oath, a loyalty pledge 
required of persons paid with state 
funds. 


Gerald J. Matchett, 83, professor
